Q: Music has power to bring people together- do you think friendship can impact music in an equally 
powerful way? 

Both have the unique ability of 
bringing people together in their own way. All of the experiences that we share together, as well as with 
friends and family, come across both in the songs and in our day to day lives. We hope that it translates 
through our music! 

Q: What's the most beautiful moment you've experienced together as a band? 

We personally felt it was a big turning 
point for the band. The show sold out and it was euphoric to have fans, both new and old, singing the 
lyrics to our songs back at us.

A tiny band in big ol’ LA, The Mumfees made their debut in 2018 with demo EP, IT FEELS. Consisting of 
friends Maggie Mae Danielle as vocalist and Alexander Zepeda on guitar, the band breathes a dream of campy, 
swampy goodness into their music to create a fun and original sound. With their new song Numero Uno coming 
out strong, we asked Maggie a little bit about how she and Alex make their magic. 

1. Could you tell us a little about the band and how you came together? 

Alex and I went to the performing arts high school, Las Vegas Academy, together. After graduating, we both 
moved to Los Angeles. Alex studied piano in high school and was making more ambient music at home, but had 
a hard time finishing his songs. I really liked the cinematic sounds he was orchestrating and I’ve always been a 
creatively energetic person, even when I lack formal education on a subject, so on occasion I’d sort of butt in and 
give feedback. It wasn’t until I saw The Last Shadow Puppets perform at The Fillmore in San Francisco that I 
knew I wanted to make music. It sounds really corny, but I came out of the concert and just said “that’s what I 
want to do with my life— Alex, can you teach me how to play an instrument and write a song?” I’m still not that 
good at guitar, but I can co-write a song. 




















2. How did you decide to call the band ‘The Mumfees’? 

I love 60s rock bands, such as The Beatles, The Zombies, and The Who. I have a huge sense of humor when 
it comes to writing music, so I was initially joking around in an old British accent, acting like a 60s rocker, 
hoping to come up with a band name similar to one of those, and the word “Mumfees” just came out of my 
mouth. It really tickled me, so it stuck. 


3. Right off the bat, The Mumfees has a noticeably unique aesthetic. Within the band is there a 
way or word you use to describe it? 

I think our band’s aesthetic is sometimes a reflection of my own personal, instinctual style. I know we definitely 
have a bit of a retro vibe, most likely because I’ve always been really into vintage, though I do love a lot of 
modern art. I’m usually trying to pull the best of the old and the best of the new together in a way that feels 
genuine to us as a band and not in reaction to short-term trends and fads. 4 

4. Your music has a very dream-like quality in its style and lyrics. Could you talk a little bit about 
how you came up with your sound and methods of producing it? 

Our sound is influenced by our love of many genres, we usually pull elements from all over the place and try to 
marry them in one. For example in The Gap we were inspired by My Girl by The Temptations and Flashing 
Lights by Kanye West. Our lyrics are typically taken from poems I’ve already written and then I alter them to 
fit the melody, though there have been several songs where the words and vocal melody have come to me 
(seemingly randomly, but usually when I’m watching a movie with a great score) and I quickly record that and 
later we write the instruments around it. 


When it comes to writing a song, we normally start with a concept, I’ll pull up a song that is currently speaking 
to me, explain the elements that are inspiring me, then Alex will loop something on guitar or keys and we write 
from there. I say “I hate that” a lot in the beginning, we scrap and scrap until 1 love something and usually it’s 
so far off from what we were originally going for. After we format the song, we plug into Albeton and start 
layering synthetic sounds with intention, which is probably my favorite part. 


5. About how long does it take for you and Alex to piece together a song? 

Anywhere from a day to two weeks. Sometimes when we spend too long with a song I get sick of it and scrap it 
altogether. 



6. So you mentioned that you haven’t really had any classical training in music. Do you think 
that has had an effect, or lack of one, on how you perceive your own songs? 

We often wonder how our music sounds to those who do have a lot of background in music theory, you know, 
if it’s incredibly obvious that we are self taught. I think the result is that we more than likely break a lot of 
“rules”, but it’s fun to be in a place where we are able to just do

7. Where do you usually draw inspiration for your music, videos, and general style? 

On a surface level 1 draw a lot of inspiration from icons and artists that 1 admire. Jane Birkin, Jean Luc- 
Godard, Prince, Beyonce, Alex Turner, Audrey Hepburn, Otis Redding, Leonard Cohen, Anna Karina, 

Kanye West, Aretha Franklin, the list could go on. 

On a deeper one, a lot of my inspiration comes from my human experiences and wanting to express the way I 
feel about them in a way that I can’t do with plain conversation. 

8 . With such a wide variety of influences, do you ever find yourself wanting to do things twenty 
different ways at once? 

That’s currently an issue I’ve been having. I’ll have polarizing elements I want to bring into a song and at a 
certain point I just have to compromise and accept that they don’t agree with each other. I’ve also been 
fixated on writing a “bop” which I’ve been finding incredibly hard to achieve, but I’m trying to push us out of 
our comfort zone. 

9. Do you have any crazy or funny stories about the band or recording? 

One time we were watching a bunch of conspiracy videos on MK Ultra, which I think is total bogus but very 
entertaining, and 1 was like “we should add vocals going backwards of me saying a bunch of satanic stuff to 
freak people out.” We recorded it and were giggling, but obviously it sounded dumb so we pulled the audio clip 
past the end of the song, I don’t know why we didn’t just delete it. Anyhow, the next day we’re listening to the 
song and at the end we hear these terrifying demon sounds, we both jumped and I actually screamed. It was 
pretty hilarious that we scared ourselves with the very thing we were mocking. 

10. When we were talking before this interview you mentioned living in a few different places 
before settling in LA. What kind of influence do you think they have had on your music, if any? 

Being born in the South and having family there brings out a sort of “swampiness” and humor in our music, 
that’s the best way I can describe it. I think it’s most prevalent in No Service. Growing up in Vegas made us a 
little less reserved, I feel like I can hear the desert in our songs at times, sort of like you wandered too far out 
and though you can see all the stars you’re still scared you may be bit by a snake or attacked by some lone 
psychopath.

11. In your own words, what do you think The Mumfees is ‘all about’? 

I mainly want to make music that I’d like to listen to and ultimately that other people would love to. I want to 
give back what I’ve been given by so many other artists. I think when we can relate to someone and feel “seen”, 
we feel a little less alone in what I feel can be a hopeless abyss. But 1 also want to have a good laugh about it 
too. 

12. Where is the best place to find you/stream your music? 

Bandcamp and Spotify! Our music is always free on Bandcamp because we really just value you taking the 
time to listen to our sounds. 

13. Any shoutouts/ recommendations/ last thoughts? 

Shoutout to a friend- Milos Collins, he’s a musician who’s currently putting out some fresh music that is 
really cool. It kind of reminds me of Post Malone, I dig it a lot. 

Recommendations— watch the movie Zazie dans le Metro, listen to the album Diamond Day by Vashti 
Bunyan, and go somewhere in nature with a camera and someone you love and take silly photos. 

Last thought- No one knows what they’re doing so don’t limit yourself based on what you may or may not 
currently know, if your heart is there you can always learn! 

14. If your music were visualized in three colors, what do you think they would be? 

Orange, blue, and pink. Maybe give mossy-green an honorable mention.
